City trys for settlement with Mularz & Simmons

Monday night the Elba City 
Council instructed City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan to mect with at- 
torneys for Recreation Director 
Ricky Mularz and Street Super- 
intendent James Simmons in an ef- 
fort to resolve these two wrongful 
firing lawsuits filed against the city. 
They also authorized Vaughan to 
take the necessary legal steps to in- 
form the two, and their attomeys, 
that the council wanted them to im- 
mediately return to work in their for- 
mer positions, 

Vaughan suggested he be author- 
ized to offer a settlement of re- 
turning to work with back pay and 
attorney fees. However the council, 
On a suggestion by council member 
Bill Brunson and a motion by Coun- 
cil member Brad Wilson, told Vau- 
ghan to determine exactly what this 
cost would be and report back to the 
council. 

Vaughan said he was hopeful he 
could accomplish that this week. The 
city council will hold a special meet- 
ing once Vaughan has something 


firm to report on the matter. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood told 
council members that Acting Rec- 
reation Director Tom Hank had re- 
signed as of last Thursday. He com- 
mended the young man for the 
positive things he had done during 
his short time in Elba. 

Acting Street Superintendent Bil- 
ly Meck is still on the job, Vaughan 
was instructed to inform him of the 
climination of his position as soon as 
it was known when and if Simmons 
would be returning to work. 

This action was approved on a 
roll call vote with all five council 
members approving and the mayor 
abstaining.

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
the department had answered 20 
complaints since the last council 
meeting. They had also issued 23 
traffic citations, including one for 
DUI. There had been 11 criminal ar- 
rest during this period and the de- 
partment investigated 10 automobile 
accidents. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 23 dogs. 


Parker informed the council that 
it appears some handicapped ramps 
on sidewalks around the square are 
not in compliance with federal law.

Commission discusses

During Monday’s commission 
mecting, Coffee County Commis- 
sioners heard request for funding, 
more space, and a trailer. 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
addressed the commission concern- 
ing a grant application for funds to 

used in preserving county 
records. 

He told commissioners that his 
office had applied for $25,000 in 
grant money from the State of Ala- 
bama, 

The grants are being sponsored 
by the Alabama Department of Ar- 
chives and Records, A total ol 
$400,000 is being made available in 
the next two years - $200,000 in 
1994 and $200,000 in 1995, 

The county will be required to 
furnish 25% of the grant or approxi- 
mately $6,250.00, 

Brunson noted that the actual cost 
- additional funds needed - to the 
county will be about $3,500 because 
clerks’ salaries and “other in-kind 
things” are already budgeted. 

e monies will be used to fund 
the cost of microfilming essential 
county records and historical docu- 
ments, 

Two sets of film will be made - 
one will be kept locally and the other 
will be stored at the State Archives 
Building in Montgomery. 

“Our records are very old and 
have become very worn, hard to use 
and read,” Brunson told commis- 
sioners, “That's not going to get any 
better!” 


The records in both the Elba and 
Enterprise courthouses will be mi- 
crofilmed, 

Brunson noted that the records 
will not have to be removed from the 
courthouses during the microfilming 
process. All the work will be done 
on site, 

The deadline for submitting the 
grant application is December 31, 
1993, The awarding of the grants 
should take place, according to 
Judge Brunson, sometime in April of 
1994, 

The commission voted unani- 
mously to provide the judge with a 
letter of endorsement as required in 
the grant application. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnic 
Bums came before the commission 
once again seeking office space for 
the Mapping and Appraisal Depart- 
ment, 

He proposed the construction of a 
40' x 60' pre-fabricated metal build- 
ing to house department personnel 
and the storage of vital records ¢es- 
sential to mapping and appraisal, 

“This department is the lifeblood 
of the county's tax base,” said 
Burns, 

Bums estimated the cost of. the 
building would be approximately 
$38,000, He noted that it made no 
difference where the building would 
be located; however, he suggested 
two possible locations - one being 
near the county health department 
and the other being near the present 
location at the Farm Center, 

lt was noted by Burns that the 
record storage problem has become 
4 very serious one.

He made it clear that he was una- 
ware of the health department's re-

Paul stated that he had been look- 
ing at implementing this program for 
quite some time now and had just 
gotten around to presenting the pro- 
posal to the commission, 

The matter was tabled until the 
next meeting in order to give com- 
missioners time to study all the op- 
tions available to them, 

Prattville Mayor David Whet- 
stone appeared before the commis- 
sion asking that they consider allow-

He stated that Prattville has no

Clinton Administration: 


It would seem a comedy ot 
errors if the consequences were not 
sochilling. The Clinton White House 
is again trying to distance itself from 
the misspeak of another of its own 
Administration members 

During all ofthis political pos 
turing it's not clear which is worse, 
the radical views that these Adminis- 
tration officials are espousing or the 
fact that there appears to be no one in 
control of national policy. 

Last week during a speech be- 
fore the National Press Club, U.S. 
Surgeon General Joycelyn Elders set 
off a firestorm of criticism with her 
suggestion that drug legalization 
should be considered as an answer to 
crime. 

This comes on the heels ot 
similar policy faux pas and contro- 
versial stands made by other high 
ranking, high profile Clinton Admin- 
istration officials in recent months. 
The general public is wondering 
“What on earth is going on in Wash- 
ington?” 

For the nation’s top doctor to 
come out in support of the legaliza- 
tion of drugs was too much to swal- 
loweven forthe Clinton White House 
which quickly rebuked her remarks. 

But what kind of leadership 
decisions are being made when top 
officials are pushing such views? 

In the case of Elders, she sug- 
gested that making drug use legal 
would markedly reduce crime levels 
in America. My office received many 
phone calls complaining about her 
comments and most in Washington 
were quick to distance themselves 
from Elders’ statement. 

To legalize the use of drugs is 
completely irresponsible and would 
far worsen the plight of millions of 
Americans. What kind of message 
does this send to our impressionable 
young people? Apart from the disas- 
trous effects such a reversal could

have on our legal system, there are 
very serious moral questions here, 
too. A society which condones and 
even supports legal drug use would 
ultimately collapse. but this is a les- 
son which this Administration doesn't 
seem to heed 

On morals, the Clinton Ad- 
ministration scores zero. Take for 
example the statement by the 
President's AIDS czar in October 

Kristine Gebbie said talking 
about sex in terms of “don’t” and 
“disease,” is not working, and Ameri- 
cans must start viewing sex as an 
“essentially important and pleasur- 
able thing.” 

After news reports of Gebbie’s 
remarks broke, the White House tried 
to stop the criticism by issuing its 
own statement that abstinence is the 
surest prevention of HIV transmis- 
sion. But Gebbie has been quoted in 
prior speeches attacking America’s 
teachers for telling students that ab- 
stinence trom sex is the only way to 
prevent AIDS. 

Then there is another outrage 
— the Clinton Justice Department's 
decision not to support the convic- 
tion of a child pornographer whose 
conviction was affirmed on appeal. 
Instead, the Justice Department has 
used this case — known as the Knox 
case — as a vehicle for reinterpreting 
the Federal child pornography law 
and, in effect, is weakening protec- 
tions for children. 

In this case, I have signed a 
Congressional letter to Attorney Gen- 
eral Janet Reno asking her to reverse 
the Justice Department’ s position and 
reaffirm tough protections to keep 
our children safe trom pornographers. 
So far, she has ignored our letter. 

So the question remains how 
much longer can this Administration 
continue its present collision course 
with mainstream America? The an- 
swer to that depends on you.

Things to know about children 
and scat belts: 

Every year 44,000 children under 
the age of five are injured, and more 
than 600 children die as a result of 
motor vehicle crashes. A person is 
twice as likely to survive a crash if 
wearing a scat belt. 

Eighty percent of all car crashes 
occur at speeds less than 40 MPH, a 
35 MPH collision is like jumping of 
fa three story building, 

As I travel from place to place | 
see hundreds of parents that do not 
use restraints in their car or truck. 
How can caring parents take such 
chances with their children’s lives? 

In the State of Alabama, wearing 
scat belts has been mandatory for 
nearly three years, 

What valid excuse could a parent 
have for not using a car scat or scat 
belts when it could save a child’s 
life? How can parents live with the 
guilt of knowing they could have 
prevented the death of a little one? 

If they had only taken time and 
buckled them up. 

Here are just a few cases of which 
parents have been charged. 

*Unbelted girl dics in crash; dad 
faces trial. Healeah, FL. 

*Veronica Rodreguz, 3 years old, 
died of head injurics after she flew 
out of her mother’s arms and hit the 
dashboard of the family car in Au- 
gust. This crash happened within 
two blocks of their home. 

*In a similar case, a Pennsylvania 

man was charged earlier this month 
with involuntary manslaughter in the 
death of his 4 year old daughter, af- 
ter she was thrown from his car. 
_ “A father in California was 
charged in October with manslaugh- 
ter in the death of his 6 year old son, 
because the boy wore no scat belt 
when he was killed in a car crash. 

*A woman in Smyrna, GA plead- 
ed guilty to second degree vehicular 
homicide, a misdemeanor, in a 1989 
accident that killed her infant son, 

Although all states have child 
passenger safety laws, hundreds of 
young children die every year in car 
accidents. More than 500 deaths and 
about 56,000 injuries could be pre- 
vented if child-restraint scats were 
used correctly, the the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
lion says. 

So parents, show your children 
you love them, Take time and buckle 
them up, give them a chance at life.

4. Fold the paper neatly around 
the box and seal it with tape, Fold 
the end corners and seal them. 

5. Finish with a beautiful bow,

Simple Link Chain 

Use paper that’s colored on one 
or both sides.

Slip the next picce of 
paper through the link and glue it to 
form another link. Continue until the 
chain is the length you want it.

THE SON OF A VIRGIN 


“Behold, a virgin shall 
be with child” (Matt. 1:23). 

Mary was highly hon- 
ored that she should be 
chosen to be the virgin 
mother of the Messiah. This 
was a distinction for which 
every Jewish woman hoped 
and prayed. 

But—now that she had 
heard the glad“news from 
the Angel Gabriel, she was 
to find herself in the most 
embarrassing position of 
an unmarried maiden with 
child. Little wonder that 
Mary hastened to the hill 
country to visit Elisabeth, 
the mother-to-be of miracu- 
lously-born John, later 
called John the Baptist. 
Who, in such a case, would 
better understand, or be 
better fitted to give sympa- 
thetic advice to Mary? 

Mary remained with 
Elisabeth for about three 
months, or until the birth 
of John the Baptist (Luke 
1:36,56), but now the real 
test lay ahead, for she must 
return to her home in Naz- 
areth to face her relatives 
and acquaintances—and 
Joseph, her betrothed. 
What would they say? And, 
above all, what would he 
say? How could they be ex- 
pected to believe her story? 
An angle had appeared to 
her, indeed! 

In the record of Joseph's 


reactions we are given light 
as to the extreme embar- 
rassment in which Mary 
now found hersel!. Con- 
sider Joseph's position. 
Mary was his “espoused 
wife”. Why had she gone 
away—and stayed so long? 
And now, what is this? She 
is found with child—not by 
him. Her explanation, if 
indeed she offered it to him, 
must have seemed most un- 
satisfactory. He could have 
charged her with adultery 
and had her stoned, but 
“being a just [Lit., “fair- 
minded”| man”, he “was 
minded to put her away 
privily” (Matt. 1:19). 

But, “while he thought 
on these things”, with a 
heavy heart, “the angel of 
the Lord appeared unto 
him...” and Joseph learned 
that his beloved had told 
him the truth; that she was 
indeed to be the honored 
mother of the Messiah of 
Israel, the Redeemer of sin- 
ners. 

It was because our Lord 
was the Son of God, born 
into the world by a virgin 
and not partaking of 
Adam’s sinful nature, that 
He could go to Calvary and 
pay the full penalty for our 
sins. He “suffered for sins, 
the Just for the unjust, that 
He might bring us to God” 
(I Pet. 3:18).

“It was an up and down season every way you look at it,” said 
Elba’s Mack Wood, “and the term also describes the way we played. 
We had a young team at the start of the season with no depth and 
very little leadership, but the team did improve in most areas as the 
season went along. We never were a real good football team, but by 
the end of the year we were competitive at the 3A level.” 

“We had to play more sophomores and had fewer seniors than any 
team I’ve had here at Elba in my seventeen years,” added Wood.

Clobbers West Jefferson 36-0 


Brantley grabs 1A state title

Brantley put the finishing touches 
on the greatest season in the school’s 
rich football history Friday night as 
the offense exploded for 29 second 
half points and the defense tossed its 
ninth shutout of the season to lead 
the Bulldogs to an impressive 36-0 
spanking of the West Jefferson Ti- 
gers, in the Class 1A state champion- 
ship game, played in front of a stand- 
ing-room-only crowd in Brantley. 

The win gave the 1A‘ state 
champs from Brantley a final record 
of 15-0, while West Jefferson closed 
out the season with an 11-4 slate. 

West Jefferson received the open- 
ing kickoff and used its strong run- 
ning game to march to a first down 
at the Brantley 41-yardline, but then 
saw the Bulldog defense stiffen and 
backed the Bulldogs up at their own 


9-yardline following a 32-yard punt. * 


Brantley managed to gain only 
three yards on two running plays, 
but moved the chains on a third and 
seven when Derek Caldwell hit 
Charlie Layton with a 9-yard com- 
pletion. 

An 11-yard penalty backed the 
Bulldogs back up to the 10-yardline 
and left Brantley facing a second 
down and 20. So, the Bulldogs re- 
turned to the airways and quickly 
moved downfield as senior quar- 
terback Derek Caldwell hit on four 
Straight passes for 80 yards to give 
Brantley a first and goal at the West 
Jefferson 7-yardline. 

The Bulldogs kept the ball in the 
air after getting down close, but this 
time the plan backfired as on second 
down Caldwell’s pass into the end- 
zone was intercepted, killing the ear- 
ly Brantley scoring threat. 

West Jefferson again unleashed 
its highly-publicized running attack 
and drove 46 yards in 10 plays to 
reach a first down at the Brantley 
38-yardline. The Tigers got as close 
as the 36, but were then knocked 
back on big defensive plays by Eric 
Crenshaw, and once again were 
forced to punt after a long, time- 
consuming drive, 

The Bulldogs put the ball in play 
at their own 19-yardline with 2:06 
left in the half following a West Jef- 
ferson punt and changed gears as 
senior Andrew Kilcrease came in al 
quarterback. 

Two penalties left the Bulldogs 
facing a second down and 20, way 
back at the Brantley 9-yardline. 
However, the Tigers were penalized 
for pass interference on the second 
down play, giving the Bulldogs a 
first down at the 24-yardline. 

Kilcrease was knocked out of the 
game on the next play on a hard hit 
following an incomplete pass, but 
Derek Caldwell simply returned to 
the quarterback position from his 
wide-receiver post and wasted no 
time getting the Bulldogs on the 
scoreboard! 

With Brantley facing a second 
down and 10, Caldwell dropped 
back to pass, faked a short pass with 
a pump-fake, and then lofted a pass 
down the sidelines that hit Jimmy 
Burnett in full-stride. Burnett turned 
on the speed at midfield and raced 
untouched to put Brantley on the 
board with the 76-yard scoring pass. 
The extra-point try was blocked, but 
Brantley had the lead at 6-0 with 
1:18 remaining in the half, 

The Brantley lead seemed in jeop- 
ardy when the Bulldogs lost a fum- 
ble on the first play of the second 
half at the Brantley 27-yardline; 
however, the Bulldog defense again 
rose to the challenge and handed the 
ball back over to the offense at the 
25 after key defensive plays by Dra- 
maine James and Eric Crenshaw. 

West Jefferson regained posses- 
sion at us 37-yardline following a 
Brantley punt, but this ume it was

the Tigers that would fumble, as on 
the first play from scrimmage a bob- 
bled handoff was scooped up by 
Charlie Layton, who rambled 33 
yards for a Bulldog touchdown! 

Ivan Christian scored the two- 
point conversion on a reverse and 
with 7:48 left in the third quarter 
Brantley’s lead was up to 14-0. 

Brantley’s Jody Tillis recovered 
another West Jefferson fumble one 
play after the ensuing kickoff to give 
the Bulldogs excellent field-position 
at the Tigers 21-yardline, and fol- 
lowing a pass interference penalty 
on first down, Marco Jones took a 
pitchout and raced 11 yards into the 
endzone for the Bulldogs’ second 
touchdown in less than one minute. 
The extra-point try sailed wide, but 
it made little difference to the Bull- 
dogs and their fans as Brantley’s 
lead had ballooned to 20-0 with 6:53 
still left in the third stanza. 

Brantley had been kicking olf 
away from West Jefferson standout 
Thomas Banks, but booted the ball 
to the speedy Banks on the ensuing 
kick and again got the ball right back 
as Banks was stripped of the football 
and the Tigers’ third fumble in four 
plays was recovered by cighth grad- 
er Jonathan Billups, setting Brantley 
up at the West Jefferson 15-yardline. 

Brantley moved to the Tiger 6- 
yardline on a screen-pass from Cald- 
well to Jimmy Bumett, but then lost 
four yards on a third and one, and on 
fourth down had to settle for three- 
points when Austin Cauley booted a 
26-yard ficld-goal to increase the 
Bulldogs’ lead to 23-0 with 4:45 re- 
maining in the wild third quarter. 

Brantley began its next posses- 
sion at its 42-yardline following an- 
other Bulldog defensive stand, and 
once again wasted little time finding 
its way to paydirt! 

Two running plays left the Bull- 
dogs facing a third and six at the 
Branlley 46-yardline, and on the 
third down play Mareo Jones took a 
pitchout, got a key block from team- 
mate Jody Tillis on the corner, and 
scampered 54 yards for yet another 
Brantley TD! 

The extra-point uy again failed; 
however, with 11:02 left in the game 
it was all over but the shouting as 
Brantley was in total command with 
a 29-0 advantage. 

West Jefferson put together its 
best offensive drive of the game 
midway through the final stanza as 
the Tigers drove 57 yards to reach 
the Brantley five-yardline, only to 
again be turned away empty-handed 
by the aggressive Brantley delense, 

It was obvious that the Tigers had 
accepted defeat during the drive, as 
West Jefferson simply used the late 
possession to get yardage for Thom- 
as Banks, who entered the game as 
s all-time leading rusher. 

Brantley regained possession at 
its five-yardline with 2:25 left on the 
clock and let everybody in on the 
fun, as sophomore Fred Upshaw 
gained six yards on two carries to 
punch the ball out to the eleven, A 
penalty moved Brantley back to the 
six-yardline, but it made little differ- 
ence to Upshaw, who took a handoff 
up the middie, pulled away from an 
attempted arm-tackle and raced 94 
yards for the game’s final touch- 
down! 

Austin Cauley booted a 30-yard 
extra-point, after two Brantley pen- 
alties, and with :52 left on the clock 
Brantley had the 36-0 lead and its 
first state football championship! 

Fred Upshaw gained 99 yards on 
3 carries to lead the Brantley ground 
attack, while Mareo Jones added 79 
yards on 9 carries.

10 passes, with one interception, for 
174 yards and one touchdown, with 
Jimmy Burmett leading the Bulldog

Back in 1991 things looked bleak for the Branticy Bulldogs. The football 
coach had resigned just weeks before the scason was to start and former- 
coach Roland Jones agreed at the last minute to step in and try to help. The 
‘91 Bulldogs struggled to a 4-7 record and got wiped out in the opening 
round of the 2A playoffs by Recliown. The loss was complete, but in the 
loss were signs that better times were ahead, as players from Brantley in the 
eighth, ninth and tenth grades took the fight to Recltown for all four quar- 
ters and got up every single time they got knocked down. 

In 1992 the Bulldogs were a year older and determined to start paying 
folks back for the rude treatment the year before, Coach Jones was still 
around, as were most of the players from the year before, and Branticy im- 
proved its record to 10-2 and made it to the second round of the 1A playoffs 
before being upset on the road. 

The 1993 Bulldogs were the team that the Brantley football fans had 
been looking forward to since pee-wee football, and with the addition of the 
players from the old Dozier High School, the fans were convinced that this 
team would win big. Boy were they ever right! Brantley breezed through 
the regular season outscoring their opponents by a combined score of 353- 
15, and then took care of business in the playoffs, including two big road 
wins over such powerful teams as defending state champ Billingsley and 1A 
powerhouse Notasulga. 

Brantley won the right to host the state championship game, but the 
sportswriters in the big citics gave the Bulldogs litthe chance, especially 
since their opponent was West Jefferson, the team that beat big, bad Court- 
land, and boasted the state’s all-time leading rusher in Thomas Banks. | 
heard a fan before the game ask another fan how Branticy planned on stop- 
ping Banks and his answer was simple “We'll tackle him.” 

The Bulldogs did just that, and much, much more Friday night as they 
gave their faithful fans plenty to cheer about by winning the state champion- 
ship in convincing fashion as they pounded West Jefferson 36-0 and kept 
Thomas Banks contained all night long. Yes, they “tackled him.” 

The story of the game is featured clsewhere in this week's paper, | want 
to stop for a minute and look at the real story, the coaches and players that 
made the state championship possible. One has to start with Coach Roland 
Jones and his son, Roland “Little Roland” Jones. The elder Coach Jones re- 
luctantly took over the program when it was at its lowest point and slowly 
built it back using his love for the kids, and teaching old fashioned values 
like pride, hard work and determination. He saw a group of kids that wanted 
to play football, and sacrificed his time to teach them to the best of his abil- 
ity, which proved to be the best anyone could have done. 

“Lite Roland” wasn’t a member of the faculty at Brantley and wasn’t 
promised one cent in salary, but he had coached this group of kids since 
they first pulled on the pads and volunteered to help his Dad when the 
coaching staff dwindled down to almost no one. He learned with the young- 
er players his first year and as his father gave him more responsibility, his 
skills as a coach and a motivator began to shine through. As an offensive 
coordinator, the younger Coach Jones was often second guessed, especially 
when plays didn’t work, but his play calling created real problems for op- 
posing coaches and his total unpredictability was one of the offenses biggest 
weapons. Another weapon was his enthusiasm and love for the kids, and 
their love back for him. It was a match made in heaven, and once that 
brought the Bulldogs to the promised land in high school football. 

A lot of things stick out in my mind about Friday night’s game, such as 
the skills of senior Derek Caldwell on both offense and defense and how 
well he threw the football to loosen up the West Jefferson defense. I also re- 
member Andrew Kilcrease, one of Brantley’s six seniors, coming olf the 
field a number of times in tears holding his broken arm after cither being 
hit, or delivering a big hit. He played both ways in spite of the broken arm, 
and played without reservation. How about Andretti Danicls, a senior linc- 
man, making tackles all over the field and often catching the opposing 
backs before they could get to the corner? Perhaps the happiest memorics 
for Brantley fans will be the play of junior Charlie Layton picking up a fum- 
ble and running it in for a touchdown, or sophomore Marco Jones breaking 
loose on a 54-yard TD sprint, or sophomore Fred Upshaw racing 94-yards 
for a TD, or sophomore Dramaine James making tackles all over the ficld, 
or junior Jimmy Burnett catching a pass and outrunning the defenders for a 
76-yard touchdown, or even 8th grader Jonathan Billups recovering a fum- 
ble on a kickoff that led to a Bulldog score. The memorics go on and on and 
on.... 
Another lasting memory is Brantley principal Mrs. Elizabeth Sullivan 
coming out on the field after the game wearing a state championship t-shirt 
and waving her arms in excitement. Every team that won a state champion- 
ship last weekend in all six classes was happy after the game. However, no- 
where was the excitement more honest, genuine and deserving than Bran- 
tley, Alabama. 
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
